Mr. Charles S. Campbell, K.C., with whom 
was Mr. Cawley (instructed by Messrs. D. 
D. MacDonald and Co.) applied on behalf 
of John Muldowney and his wife, Eileen 
Muldowney, hotel and restaurant proprietors, 
Upper O'Connell street, Dublin, for an 
interlocutory injunction to restrain — the 
Carlton- Cinema, Dublin, Ltd., Upper O’Con- 
roll street, Dublin, from interfering with the 
dividing wall between the cinema premises 
and the plaintiffs’ premises, and for an order 
to compel the defendants to rebuild and 
restore all the structures and supports of the

In the rebuilding of the Carlton Cinema, 
which adjoined the plamtifís” hotel and 
restaurant, the dividing wall had, said Mr.

Answering Mr. Justice Hanna, Mr. Camp- 
bell said that the plamtifis’ original demand 
for compensation was £2,000, but that had 
been reduced to , and this, the defen- 
dants had refused to pay. 

mr. Costello, K.C., who, with Mr. Walter 
Molony (instructed by Messrs. O'Hanlon and 
J’ binson), appeared for the defendants, said 
that the defendants had a legal answer to 
the plaintiffs’ claim, but all through they had 
been prepared to pay to the plaintiffs reason- 
able compensation for whatever disturbance 
the rebutiding of the wall would cause. 
They had offered to pay them the rent that 
they would receive for the two rooms referred 
to, for the two months that the wall would 
be in the process of rebuilding, and £50 in 
addition, but the plaintiffs would not accept 
the offer.

MANAGING. HILL 
PASTURES 


EFFECT OF BURNING 


AVING recently spent some time in a 

mountainous district, where the heather 

is abundant, I was interested in a 
paper on the “ Management of Hill Pastures,” 
which appeared in the “Scottish Journal of 
Agriculture.” Here it was pointed out that, 
one of the most common methods of main- 
taining hill grazing in good condition is by 
burning. The fire destroys the old woody or 
fibrous growth, which is of no value as food, 
and a younger, fresher growth is encouraged 
to develop. In burning. the object is to secure 
the it ce of this new growth as soon 
as possible, so as to reduce to a minimum the 
time during which the land is unproductive. 
In the case of the rough, white grass, or blow 
grass, grazings, this is not difficult, as the 


grasses which are the chief contributors to 


this herbage have their renewal buds well 


protected, and the fire removes the old growth 


without seriously gann ag the plants, which 
soon recover and provi 


raring in the same 
season. On the other hand, the effect, oí 
burning on this type of herbage lasts for a 
season only, and in the year following the 


fire the herbage gradually reverts to its rough | 


condition. Frequent burning of white and 
blow grass is, therefore, necessary to keep the 
grass in good condition for grazing. Where 
these plants are dominant burning every two 


or three years is required. 


Heather Lands 


In the case of heatherlands, recovery "as 
not so rapid and may be exceedingly slow. 
Two factors are of chief importance in deter- 
mining the rate at which regeneration of the 
vegetation will take place—viz., the character 


of the ground and the age of the heather 


when burned. The quickest return is got on 
soils when there is a moderately thick surface 
layer of peaty or humus material. On such 
soils recovery may be expected to take‘ place 
quickly, with the ground well cement by 
about the second year, and good grazing for 
sheep by the third or fourth year. On the 
steeper slopes, where the surface humus is 
thin, recovery is a slower process, and the 
ground may remain imperfectly covered for 
several years after burning. If the heather 
is allowed to become old and grey before 
burning, regeneration is slower than where

GERMANY

written by Herr Salzwedel, the Managing 
President of the Reich’s Association of Agm- 
cultural Poultry Breeders and Herd Book 
Breeders: ‘‘The German hens, of which 35 
per cent. are to be found in agricultural 
establishments, do not produce sufficient eggs. 
Therefore, in order to supply the requirements 
of the Reich, not an increase of the stock 1s 
aimed at, but much more a raising of effi- 
ciency in each single hen.” The average 
annual egg production per hen has riven 
from 80 to 90 eggs in three years, and the 
aim is to raise the average to 120 eggs per 
hen. per year. The present average cou- 
sumption of eggs in Germany is approximately 
200 per person annually.

Schemes for Development 


At the moment Germany imports a large 
proportion of the eggs consumed in that 
country, but the aim is to develop.the egg- 
producing capacity of the stock at home to 
an extent which will obviate the necessity 
to obtain eggs from other countries. This 
aim is being pursued vigorously through a 
well-organised system of breeding, selection 
and distribution of stock birds, combined 
with an educational scheme under which in- 
structors are employed to advise on matters 
roncerning the management, feeding and 
housing of the birds on the farms, partficu- 
larly those of the peasant farmers.

‘are the National Poultry Herd Book and 


the Augmentation Breeders. being, Fon the 
September Report of the Northern Ministry 
of Agriculture, Mr, J. G. Rynehart,

DAMAGE BY RATS.

HOW TO PREVENT IT;

WY “enormous they appear, rats do an 


enormous amount of damage. In 
stores, barns, homesteads. and other 
buildings where food is available, they 
burrow, and cause loss by consuming and 
damaging foodstuffs. i 
In England the destruction of rats and 
mice is compulsory by an Act of 1919, while 
occupiers must also prevent their lands and 
buildings from becoming infested with these 
If after taking all steps necessary 
an occupier is unable to clear his premises. 
or believes that the source of infestation 15 
bevond his control, he shall communicate 
with the local authority responsible for the 
adminstration of the. Act. 
In this connection, the week ending 7th 
November has been announced as National 
Rat Weck, in order to bring home to all the 
need of a whole-hearted campaign against 
rats. It is sponsored by the Ministry of 
Agriculture, which points out that the de- 
struction of rats is essentially a matter for 
local effort, but local effort does not neces- 
sarily mean isolated or unsystematic effort. 
and on farms, or in mills, malt-houses and 
other establishments where large supplies oí 
food are stored, especially where several 
such buildings stand close together, com- 
bined effort is essential. The occupiers of a 
roup of farms or buildings should, there- 
fos, co-operate in a systematic attempt to 
exterminate the rats over as large an area as 
ran conveniently be dealt with. It has often 
been said that every week should be a rat 
week, and in many parts of the country 
farmers and others have a regular weekly 
foray. 


Preventive Measures 

the measures that may be adopted 
to prevent damage by rats, and to cut off 
food supplies, are the following:— —. 

(a) Building corn stacks on staddles, and 
granaries on rat-proof piles, or, m the case 
of stacks, protecting them with rati-proof 
fencing. : 

(b) Rendering buildings as rat-+proof as 

ssible by means of concreted foundations, 

rick-work laid in cement, and galvanised 
fron sheeting. Floors of buildings should 
be made of, or laid directly on, concrete. 

(c) Proper construction, protection and 
repair of drain pipes, ventilators, aml base- 
ment windows, to make each dwelling or 


DESTRUCTION OF 
PRESHAUGH IN CORN 


-“ 


OUNG preshaugh or charlock plants 
b é are very similar in appearance to young 
turnip plants. Farmers should learn 
to identify the weed at this stage, as early 
action may prevent the necessity for more 
expensive treatment at a later stage. Thus, 
if a braird of corn is harrowed during fine 
weather when the weeds are small, the 
majority of the weed plants will be killed, 
and even if this operation induces further 
seeds to germinate, the corn will have suff- 
cient advantage in growth to smother them 
out. Where. however, the charlock has been 
allowed to grow unchecked, the most success- 
ful and least expensive method of destruction 
is to spray with a solution of copper sulphate 
(bluestone). 


Use of Copper Sulphate Solution 


When spraying is done under suitable con- 
ditions, a 3 per cent. solution of copper sul- 
phate wil] suffice. This solution may be con- 
veniently prepared as follows :— 

Put 38 gallons water (rain water for pre- 
ference) in a 40-gallon barrel. Dissolve 12/b. 
copper sulphate in two gallons of boiling 
water and transfer this to the barrel. Stir, 
and the mixture is ready for application. 

Lime or washing soda must not be added 
to the copper sulphate solution for spraying 
charlock : wooden vessels only should be used, 
as it will destroy those made of zinc or iron. 
The solution is poisonous to live stock. 


Quantity to Apply 

When spraying is done before the weeds 
have got very large. 60 gallons of copper 
sulphate solution will be sufficient for one 
statute acre. When, however, spraying has 
been delayed until the flowering stage, it is

BOOTS FOR FOOT ROT IN 
SHEEP 


, 
_ 


To arrest the effects of foot rot in sheep, 
there is now being made at the Dunlop foot- 
wear factory a sheep boot for holding dress- 
ings in position. Foot rot is a disease affect- 
ing the soft and horny parts of the sheep's 
foot. As shepherds and farmers know, it is 
treated by cleaning the foot, paring and 
removing all distorted and decomposed tissue 
and then applying liquid, ointments and other 
remedies. 

At present, sheep are turned out following 
this treatment with the ointment or remedies 
spread on the exposed wound without agy 
covering, and the natural result is that they 
are rubbed off in the grass in such a short 
time that any effect is so limited as to be 
comparatively negligible. 

The boot keeps these dressings in place, 
and results of tests show that all normal 
cases of foot rot can be completely cured in 
a week when the boots are used. Normally 
only one or two dressings ate necessary to 
complete the cure. 


Can be Used Again

A quicker return and more rapid growth 
may be expected where there is a substantial 
amount of recovery by the latter method, as 
heather seedlings grow slowly in the early 
stages. If heather is allowed to become too 
old before burning, little growth of root shoots 
takes place and in certain situations, 
especially on “ hard ground,” regeneration by 
seedling growth is a slow and uncertain 
process There is a danger in.such situations 
of the invasion of the ground by other species 
less useful than heather, such as Goku. 
bracken or white grass, with consequent per- 
manent deterioration of the pasture. 


When Burning Should Take Place 


On account of the variation in conditions 


it is not possible to lay down any definite 
age at which heather should be burned, but 
burning should take place while the plants 
are still vigorous and before they become 
excessively woody and bushy with reduced 
production of green shoots and reduced 
flowering. On good heather land, where a 
rapid return can be expected, burning every 
ten to fifteen years has given good results. 
On hard ground, where rapid seedling growth 
cannot be relied upon, it is advantageous to 
encourage the development of root shoots as 
much as possible, and experience shows that 


this can best be accomplished by a light 


burning before the heather gets too old. 
Frequent burning such areas of heather is, 
therefore, advisable, but may be difficult 
owing to the scanty cover developed for 
some years after burning. The aim should 
be t» burn lightly, as soon as the fire will 
carry, and thus to encourage the renewal of 
the cover by vigorous shoot development, 


shoots should be carefully removed. In 
larger boughs, the cankered area can some- 
times be cut out with a sharp knife or chisel. 
In such cases, to protect the branch and to 
prevent further infection, the sound new wood 
surfaces should be covered by a protective 
substance, such as grafting wax or white- 
lead paint, 


Breeders, of which there are 306, are, through- 
out the year, under the supervision of the 
officers of the Association, wh» keep careful 
records of the efficiency of all the registered 
breeding hens.

Tests y assess the value of pasture for 
poultry have been in progress at Erding 
since 1929. In the first of these tests it was 
found that when birds had access to open 
pasture there was a saving of 40.8 per cent. 
in protein food and of 34.3 per cent. in the 
total cost of feeding. 


Poultry on the Farm 


Viewing the methods which are being 
adopted to ensure that Germany shall 
produce all the eggs she requires, it is clear 
that the idea behind the organisation is to 
encourage the peasant farmers to keep 
ronltry of good quality, and to manage and 
feed the birds b cones á Specialist poultry 
farms, where Fr ne is the ‘sole or 
chief source of income, are not encouraged. 
The keeping of poultry as a side line is en- 
couraged, and the peasant poultry-keeper is 
already finding it profitable to devote part 
of his time to the ultry flock. By 
producing all the lok required for the 
poultry on his own holding, he is able to 
feed his hens at a low cost and thus to 
obtain a fair profit from the sale of the eggs.

The angles of wooden receptacles already 
in use should be covered with tin sheeting, 
or the whole receptacle should be covered 
with heavy, galvanised wire netting of }-in. 
mesh. 

(e) Burrows under floors or in walls from 
which rats have been driven shoald be 
filled with concrete, a mixture of cement, 
sand, and broken glass or crockery, or a 
mixture of broken glass and tar. 

(f) The disposal of garbage, refuse and 
waste food, so that it is net available for 
rats; this is particularly important on the 
farm, in slaughterhouses. and in factories. 

Rubbish heaps, and all places that may 
afford shelter for rats to breed, should be 
cleared awav if possible. Receptacles for 
refuse. should be covered, and preferably 
consirncted of metal. Steps should be taken 
to krill rats in municipal dust heaps and 
sewage farins, and should be repeated at 
regular intervals. 

(g) Owls, hawks, buzzards, ravens. sea- 
guils, stoats, and weasels. are enemies of 
rats, mice and voles, and should he pro- 
tected. 


Remedial Measures 

The methods employed in the destruction 
of rats may be grouped under four heads.— 
(a) hunting, (b) trapping, (c) poisoning, (d) 
gassing. i 

(a) Hhunting—Ferrets are frequently em- 
ployed to cause rats to bolt from their bur- 
rows to be killed by dogs or with sticks or a 
shot gun. 

Thrashing operations provide excellent op- 
portunities for destroying rats. Each stack, 
before the, thrashing-machine arrives and 
winle being thrashed, should be surrounded 
by a rat-proof fence, 4ft. in height and slightly 
sloping towards the rick, and at a sufficient 
distance from the rick to prevent rats irom 
jumping over. The rats may then be killed 
"é ih or eo Bun. etc. 

Trapping—The many types of trap em- 
ployed inchode the spring trap; the being Sn 
the snare; sunk pit or well traps; the large 
barrel traps; the break-back traps, and the 
Varnish or rat-lime trap. Varnish or rat- 
lime must not, of course, be employed in cir- 


tinues and the plant flowers and ripens its 
seed in due course. Many farmers do not 
realise the extent to which charlock is present 
until the familiar yellow-coloured flowers have 
appeared, and the field becomes a “ sea of 
yellow.”” Spraying, even at this stage, will 
usually give good results, provided the 
flowers have not started to fall off. HH is 
useless spraying when the flowering stage has 
passed, as the seeds will not then be killed. 
It should be realised that the longer the 
weeds are permitted to grow the more harm 
they will have caused to the crop, and that

Ihe Borough Corporation and Managers 
of Dun Laoghaire have done, and will con- 
tinue to do, everything possible to brighten 
up the surroundings of the Harbour; but 
they have no control over its piers and 
wharves, which are owned and managed by 
the Government. Thai control spreads over 
a large open space which adjoins Victoria 
Wharf, and which is ideally situated to 
accommodate an omnibus shelter, with wait- 
ing and refreshment rooms attached. The 
necessary building would cost very little, but 
it would make all the difference in the world 
to t. urists arriving, as so muny parties now 
arrive, in the early (and not always fine) 
morning hours.

THE SCIENTIST AND 
THE SOIL

Canada has sent over delegates to the 
British Commonwealth Scientific Conference, 
now meeting in Great Britain, Its aims are 
to eliminate as far as possible any overlapping 
in the work undertaken by the various agri- 
cultural research operators throughout the 
Empire, to settle further methods of inter- 
change of information, and generally ‘to re- 
view the achievements of the scientific 
workers in field, farm and laboratory. 

In this matter of research Canada will un- 
doubtedly have some interesting contribu- 
tions to make to the discussions, for there is 
no country in the world more advanced in 
the study of soils and crops. Agriculture is 
Canada’s greatest industry—though it is a 
mistake to assume that she lives by bread 
alone—and she is mindful of the close bear- 
ing of research on fertility and crop qualities. 

Her investigations into the ravages and 
the control of insect pests are particulagly 
remarkable. Entomologists throughout the 
Dominion report at regular and frequent in- 
tervals on pests and plagues coming within 
their own observations, and from this con- 
stantly accumulating data important facts are 
sifted, which are made available not only to 
Canada, but to the world. It is not too 
much to sav that the Dominion. is sayin 
farmers millions of pounds a year in this 
branch of activity alone.

THE INSTALMENT SYSTEM 
“We have found in some cases, said t 
Chairman, ‘‘a reluctance to furnish the re- 
quired particulars, and in others an assump- 
tion that such elements of the cost of furni- 
ture as instalment purchase are outside our 
scope. Accordingly I wish to emphasise that 
we possess statutory powers to compel the 
production of relevant information which we 
may require in the course of our investiga- 
tions, and that imstalment purchase, as an 
important element of cost in many cases, 18 
one of the matters which we propose. to 
investigate.’ 
Mr. a F. Phelan, Chairman of the Irish 
Wholesale Furniture Manufacturers’ Associa- 
tion, said that the association at no time 
dealt with the fixing of prices or the con- 
trol of prices in any way. The furniture 
trade during the past forty years had 
undergone remarkable changes. Formerly 
a keen interest was taken in the production 
of high quality goods. The Irish manu- 
facturers were not able to meet the com- 
petition of the imported article, and the 
manufacture of furniture here had practically 
died out. The imposition of tariffs changed 
the ition, but other difficulties Fh 
development on proper lines. Skilled workers 
were not available, and a number of small 
factories with unskilled and non-union labour 
opened competition which prevented develop 
ment on suitable lines. A number of these 
small factories or workshops produced furni- 
ture under conditions which could not he 
described as hygienic. The tariff had caused 
the opening of many small so-called factories. 
Some of these small workshops were un- 
desirable from the point of view of develop- 
ing a national industry. They gave no 
security . to workers, and could be close 
down at any time without capital loss to 
the owners. In many cases these factories 
disposed of their products at any price they 
could get There was no mass-production 
factory in the Free State in the sense that 
the term was understood in England. The 
population of the Free State was too small 
to deal with the output of a modern mass- 
production factory. The English mass- 
production factories specialised in one or two 
articles, while the Irish manufacturers were 
expected to produce all classes of furniture. 
Apart from materials which were subject to 
a port duty, the Irish manufacturers could 
purchase their raw materials at a price 
competitive with the English manufacturers ; 
but rates of wages, restrictions on output 
and other higher manufacturing charges and 
the absence of mass-production made the 
finished product dearer in comparison, but 
that higher price did not give as high a 
profit as: the cross-Channel manufacturer 
could obtain.

Victory, however, was sown at the normal 
seed rate for that varietv—three to four 
bushels per acre. On the basis of 
threshed, Victory outyielded Parker's hask- 
less oat by 97 per cent., but to obtain a true 
comparison 28 per cent. has been deducted 
from the grain weigi:es of Victory, this being 
the normal hesk percentage of that variety. 

On this basis, at only one centre—Cam- 
brilge—did Parker's huskiess oat outyield 
Victory, and then by the insignificant amount 
of two per cent. Averaging the results from 
all six centres, taking both on the above 
naked grain, the grain yield of 
Victory was 41 decimal 2 per cent. heavier 
than Parker’s huskless oat.

THE STARS 

At midnight on the ist, at 11 p.m. on the 
15th, and at 10 p.m. on the 30th. On the 
meridian are Cetus, Pisces, Andromeda and 
Cassiopeia, the last-named overhead. Capri- 
cornus and Aquarius are near the horizon in 
the South-West. Pegasus is above Aquarius. 
The three bright stars, Vega, Deneb, and 
Altair, are conspicuous in the West and 
North-West. The two little groups of 
Delphinus and Equuleus he between Altair 
and Pegasus. The Great Square, just west 
of the meridian, is the most noticeable figure 
in this region, which contains few bright 
stars. East of the meridian the whole 
brilliant procession of the winter stars is ad- 
wancing, headed by Taurus and Auriga. Or10n 
and Gemini have just cleared the horizon in 
the East. Already Capella, Aldebaran, Betel- 
geuse, Rigel, Castor and Pollux are showing 
their lights characteristic of the winter 
nights, as Vega, Deneb and Altair are ol 
those of summer. The Great Bear has leit 
his level pacing of the northern horizon, and 
is beginning to climb. The Milky Way spans 
the heavens in an arch sguare irom Kast to 
West, passing overhead through the stars of 
Cassiopeia. A d pair of old-fashioned 
binoculars will reveal unexpected beauties in 
these skies of autumn and early winter. 
Almost any part of the Milky Way 1s good 
hunting ground for these glasses. Prismatics 
are little use for this purpose on account oí 
the joss of light in the prisms. But try a 
pair of the old naval Galilean glasses, 
with object-glasses two inches in diameter,

or thereabouts, Try them on the 
Pleiades, or on Orion's Belt and Sword, 
or anywhere where there seems to be 
a knot in the Milky Way. Sweep 


over Auriga, Gemini, Cassiopeia, Cygnus. 
You will get an idea of the glories which even 
a small telescope will reveal in these magic 
regions of light and sparkle. There are 
1,500 stars in the Pleiades, and a two-inch 
glass will reveal most of them at one view. 
The three stars of Orion’s Belt are enveloped 
in a strange garland of stars, just invisible to 
the naked eye, which twines in and out among 
the three brilliants, like a monogram in tiny 
diamonds. among three big ones. — A little 
knot in the Milky Way in Gemini reveals 
another festoon of stars. The little knot is 
Messiér 35. Messier, the “ Ce“ ferret,”’ 
found all the nebule and clusters ox his list, 
as well as discovering numerous comets, with 
a two-inch telescope. Auriga contains 
numerous clusters, one in particular re- 
sembling a jewelled cross. Between Perseus 


and Cassiopeia is.the famous double cluster |

Jeweller’'s Shop.” It is easily found, being 
visible to the naked eye. 

For those who possess telescopes of three 


inches aperture or thereabouts the search for 


double stars is fall of interest. At the present 
time of year the following are easily found, 
and well worth ing up: Zeta Aquarii, - Pi 
Aquilae, Beta Cygni (the star at the foot of 
the ‘‘ Northern Cross,” a lovely object, 
golden yellow and clear blue), Gamma 
Delphini, Epsilen- Lyrae....The last is the re- 
markable double double, and a well-known 
test object. A really first-rate two-inch tele- 
scope will divide both pairs. Between the pairs 
are some very faint stars which are good light 
tests for moderate telescopes. Gamma Arietis, 
the first double star to be discovered ; Gamma 
Ceti, Eta Persei, Gamma Andromedae, 
Gamma Arietis; all these are at ob- 
jects, and do not reqaife great ical power 
to show them. The Crab Nebula, near Zeta 
Tauri, a little N.E. of the star. is easily 
lound with a two-inch es .

Canada has sent over delegates to the 
British Commonwealth Scientific Conference, 
now meeting in Great Britain. Its aims are 
to eliminate as far as possible any overlapping 
in the work undertaken by the various agri- 
cultural research operators throughout the 
Empire, to settle further methods of inter- 
change of information, and generally to re- 
view the achievements of the scientific 
workers in field, farm and laboratory. 

In this matter of research Canada will un- 
doubtedly have ‘some interesting contribu- 
tions to make to the discussions, for there is 
no country in the world more advanced in 
the study of soils and crops. Agriculture is 
Canada’s greatest industry—though it is a 
mistake to assume that she lives by bread 
alone—and she is mindful of the close bear- 
ing of research on fertility and crop qualities. 

Her investigations into the ravages and 
the control of insect pests are particulagly 
remarkable. Entomologists throughout the 
Dominion report at regular and frequent in- 
tervals on pests and plagues coming within 
their own observations, and from this con- 
stantly accumulating data important facts are 
sifted, which are made available not only to 
Canada, but to the world. It is not too 
much to sav that the Dominion is saving 
farmers millions of pounds a year in this 
branch of activity alone.

THE INSTALMENT SYSTEM 

“We have found in some cases, said the 
Chairman, “a reluctance to furnish the re- 
quired particulars, and in others an assump- 
tion that such elements of the cost of furnt- 
ture as instalment purchase are outside our 
scope. Accordingly I wish to emphasise that 
we possess statutory powers to compel the 
production of relevant information which we 
may require in the course of our investiga- 
tions, and that instalment purchase, as an 
important element of cost in many cases, 1s 
one of the matters which we propose to 
mvestigate.’’ 

Mr. M. F. Phelan, Chairman of the Irish 
Wholesale Furniture Manufacturers’ Associa- 
tion, said that the association at no time 
dealt with the fixing of prices or the con- 
trol of prices in any way. ‘The furniture 
trade during the past forty years had 
undergone remarkable changes. Formerly 
a keen interest was taken in the production 
of high quality goods. The Irish manu- 
facturers were not able to meet the com- 
petition of the imported article, and the 
manufacture of furniture here had practically 


died out. The imposition of tariffs changed 
the position, but other difficulties prevented 
devel Skilled workers 


opment on proper lines. 
were re sb caoi and a number of small 
factories with unskilled and non-union labour 
opened competition which prevented develop 
ment on suitable lines. A number of these 
small factories or workshops produced furni- 
ture under conditions which could not he 
described as hygienic. The tariff had caused 
the opening of many small so-called factories. 
Some of these small workshops were un- 
desirable from the point of view of develop- 
ing a national industry. They gave no 
security . to workers, and could: be closed 
down at any time without capital loss to 
the owners. In many cases these factories 
disposed of their products at any price they 
could get There was no mass-production 
factory in the Free State in the sense that 
the term was understood in England. The 
population of the Free State was too small 


to deal with the output of a modern mass- 


production factory. The English mass- 
production factories specialised in one or two 
articles, while the Irish manufacturers were 
expected to produce all classes of furniture. 
Apart from materials which were subject to 
a port duty, the Irish manufacturers could 
purchase their raw materials at a price 
competitive with the English manufacturers ; 
but rates of wages, restrictions on output 
and other higher manufacturing charges ani 
the absence of mass-production made the 
finished | sgggir dearer in comparison, but 
that higher price did not give as high a 
profit as: the cross-Channel manufacturer 
could obtain.

| HUSKLESS OATS 


— 


YIELD SMALLER THAN 
ANTICIPATED 


——_ >—__— 


In view of the fact that huskless oats were 
grown this year in several Irish centres, the 
results of tests by the National Institute ot 
Agricultural Botany at Cambridge on this 
crop aie particularly interesting. Lit 

In 1936. with the agreement of the m- 
troducer, W. Parker, Babingley Hall, near 
King’s Lynn, the Institute carried out yield 
trials in Cambridgeshire, Somerset, Shrop- 
shire, Hampshire, Norfolk and Yorkshire. 

The rate of seeding (45lb. per acre) and 
the sowing times (end of March and begin- 
ning of April) were those recomme by 
the introducer. The variety with which the 
oat was compared was Victory, and at each 
centre both were sown on the same day, 


Victory, however, was sown at the normal 


seed rate for that variety—three to four 
bushels per acre. On the basis of grain es 
threshed, Victory outyielded Parker’s hask- 
less vat. by 97 per cent., but to obtain a true 
comparison 28 per cent. has been deducted 
from tlie grain weigis of Victory, this being 
the normal hask percentage of that variety. 

On this basis, at only one centre—Cam- 
bridge--did Parker's huskiess oat outyield 
Victory, and then by the insignificant amount 
of two per cent. Averaging the results from 
all six centres, taking both on the above 
basis of naked grain, the grain yield of 
Victory was 41 decimal 2 per cent. heavier 
than Parker’s huskless oat.

How many people court. danger by 
tampering with high-voltage  electri¢ 
wires? Only recently two small children 
in an Irish country town were killed by 
becoming entangled in an -electric wire 
that had been knocked down by the 
storm. Feeling -ran high in the town 
afterwards, and citizens urged that the 
authorities should take steps to prevent a 
recurrence. :

A plea for greater interest in social work 
for boys of the slums was made from Radio 
Athlone last night by the Rev. E. J. Coyne, 
the well-known Jesuit. _Father Coyne said 
that this was a work which, except in a few 
instances, was greatly neglected. .There was 
a tremendous need he said, for more boys” 
clubs, where the unfortunate boys of the 
slums could go and have friends of the 
wealthier classes who would take a genuine 
interest in the boys’. welfare, as well “as 
giving them a hot supper, a place for play- 
ing games, books to read,. drill classes, and 
the like. 

He gave an account of how: the average 
boy in the slums spends his life. Father 
Coyne said that these boys did not. get a 
fair chance in life. Because of their housing 
conditions—most of them live in one-roomed 
tenements—it is almost impossible for them 
to learn any lessons nt a all the other 


room, and all talking. At school, too, the 
overcrowding is so great that boys have 
little chance of picking up much knowledge, 
in spite of all that teachers can do. There 
is no Wace for them to play; if they are 
caught playing football on the street’ they 
are fined. “ Home” is a word these boys

£8,000,000 OF STATE 
SUBSIDIES 


If we translate such inequities into terms 
of total State commitments for such fixed 
and non-terminable relief payments, it is 
possible to arrive at some approximate esti- 
mate of the total capital involved? 

We are told that in Dublin alone new 
dwellings are required for at least 20,000 
families. The total average cost of each 
of those dwellings can be taken at, say, 
£400, towards which the State contributes 


less than £200. 

If it be assumed that an equivalent out- 
lay will be required to meet the needs of 
other cities, towns and rural areas, we find 
an aggregate State commitment of £200 each 
on 40,000 new dwellings—a total capital sub- 
sidy@f £8,000,000 as the minimum form of 
contribution to meet immediately visible and 
insistent housing demands.

ta undertakings—seems to make it im- 
perative that some means should be found 
to distribute the burden of honsing finance 


over the greatest possible number 
of shoulders ; and more particu- 
larly meas b which part of 


the burden shall be borne by individuals and 
families whose health and earning power have 
materially benefitted from the favoured condi- 
tions of State provided or subsidised home- 
steads! 

If the proposal that the principle of subsi- 
dising rents through the norma) channels cf 
public assistance be rejected other means of 
procuring reasonably equitable conditions 
must, therefore, be discovered. 

‘As suggestions towards the contrivance of 
such means the following alternative and ten- 
tative proposals are now advanced. Either all 
subsidised rentals should be fixed for limited 
terms (of, say, five or seven years), at the 
expiration of which future rents should be 
based on the family’s ability to pay. Or, 
alternatively, that all subsidised rents should 
be determined on a periodically increasing 
basis; only to be reviewed at fixed intervals 
in the event of proof being forthcoming that 
such increases represent outlays in excess of 
the family’s resources. 

If such proof be forthcoming it should then 
become the duty of the public assistance 
authority to provide the difference between 
the pre-determined scale and the family’s con- 
tribution, but only for so long as that 
difference may continue to exist. 


SUGGESTED SOLUTIONS 


Either of such expedients necessarily repre- 
sents a compromise between the strict equity 
of rent relief from public assistance bodies 
and the grossly inequitable conditions which 
now prevail in housing finance. Other and 
better. means may be found to achieve the 
desired results. What is inconceivable is 
that the comparatively few persons 
who enjoy the benefits of good accom- 
modation should continue to ass 
burdens which they can legitimately ba 
on to the shoulders of their less favoured 
fellow-citirens; and so ultimately to present 
the State with a housing pyramid standing 


‘upon its apex! 


_ As a summary of the suggestions outlined 
in this, and the preceding, contribution it is 
submitted :—First, that the State should 
employ all possible means to encourage the 
development of building society enterprise. 
Second, that State grants towards private 
and public utility housing schemes should be 
directed against the spread of “ribbon” 
building. Third, that means sheuld be 
found to end a system which makes tem- 
porary poverty the standard on which to fix 
non-terminable family or personal endow- 
ments. 

Fairly judged on their individual merits, 
the adoption of any one of the three pro- 
posals would serve to stimulate progress with 
soundly-designed housing projects. In their 
cumulative effect it is submitted that the 
acceptance in principle of all three proposals 
would go far to increase and improve housing 
outputs, to consolidate public housing policy 
and, by judicious reservations, to conserve 
public funds for the finance of housing needs

Within a few me 
her interference will be almost bound to 
lead to rash resistance on the part of the 
natives, and these acts can be used as 
arguments for a still further measure ol 
control, on the grounds of safety for 
Japanese nationals, The recent murders, 
therefore, smoothed the way for another 
step forward, and to-day’s news suggests 
that the step is about to be taken. Japan, 
an unofficial forecast says, will make a 
new series of demands on her victims. 
In order to protect Japanese residents she 
must have the right to station troops at 
various points along the Yangtse River. 
and, in order to prevent anti-Japanese 
propaganda, she must be allowed to edit 
all the Chinese school-books. She also 
claims autonomy on behalf of the five 
northern provinces, and proposes a fuller 
measure of ‘‘ economic co-operation "’ 
between China and herself. These require- 
ments, it is true, are put forward as 4 
basis for discussion rather than as an 
ultimatum, but China is not likely to have

_& Royal Air Force pilot has just r- 
turned from the loneliest place in the 


ome at 7.30 on Monday morning, 
gained an altitude of nearly 50,000 feet, 
and landed in Wiltshire three hours later.

From the height of 50,000 feet he could 
see virtually one half of England—from 
Margate, on the extreme south-eastern 
corner, to Land’s End, in the west, from 
Margate to the Wash, and from the Wash 
to the mountains of Wales. At the same 
moment no fewer than forty counties were 
spread out below him—or, approximately, 
an area of 900 square miles. When he 
looked up at the sky it was a very dark 
blue, and yet the glare of the sun was so 
dazzling that only the black paint on the 
wings of the aeroplane prevented him from 
being blinded. In theepressure suit which 
he was wearing he found that it was a 
little difficult to move his arms and legs, 
but this difficulty for a time was the only 
discomfort from which he suffered. During 
the descent, however, the window of his 
helmet, and that of the machine's cockpit, 
became clouded with moisture, and he him- 
self suffered a feeling of suffocation. When 
he had cut open the helmet and breathed 
the ordinary air, this sensation dis- 
appeared.

CAPTAIN HALSE’S 
STORY 


MACHINE STRUCK AN 
ANT HEAP 
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While being taken to hospital at Salis- 
bury, Captain Halse, although suffering 
from fatigue and shock, was able to tell 
the story of his mishap. He said :— 

“My instruments had been 
trouble for the greater part of the day, and 
I was unable to find Salisbury. Stability 
and visibility were bad from the smoke of 
numerous veldt fires. 

“ Having only five minutes’ daylight 
left, I decided to land, and selected a suit- 
able field, but when slowing up the 
machine struck an ant heap and turned 
over.” 

Captain Halse was suffering from a 
dislocated arm and head cuts. 

On arrival in hospital his arm was set 
under an anzsthetic, and he is now asleep. 
It is expected that he will continue sleep- 
ing throughout the night. 

His machine is badly damaged, 
According to a telephone message from 
Salisbury, Captain Halse fell into a deep 
sleep the moment he reached hospital. 
rs. Halse is flying from Johannesburg 
to Salisbury to-morrow to be with her 
husband. 


A GRIM DUEL 


Up to seven o'clock this morning 
Captain Halse had been fighting a minute 
by minute duel with Flying Officer 
Clouston. At Khartoum, however, it was 
found that the R.A.F. pilot’s ‘plane had 
run a bearing and could not continue. So 
when Captain Halse sped off again in 
glorious moonlight, after a stop of only 
23 minutes, Flying Officer Clouston had 
to remain disconsolately behind, knowing 
he was out of the race. 

Captain Halse passed through Kisumu 
without mishap, and his first check came 
at Mbeya, Southern Rhodesia, where he 
was delayed for an hour and a half by 
magneto trouble.

The rapporteur of the Senate Finance 
Commission’s report on the proposals 
stated at the outset of the proceedings 
that the proposed measures did not of 
themselves in any way constitute a 
monetary alignment. Without under- 
estimating the friendly nature of the 
common declaration of three nations— 
Great Britain, the United States and 
France—the rapporteur pointed out that 
there was no engagement either as regards 
metal parity of currencies or as regards 
measures which fettered the circulation of 


capital and goods. . 


FOREIGN BANKS’ AID 


The action of the Bank of England in

“An alleviation of these two difficulties 
would enable us to dispense with further 
control.

A BIG ADVANTAGE 


“ Thanks to our foreign currency control 
we have been able to maintain a stable 
ecbnomic basis in our currency system, 
and we shall preserve it. This immense 
advantage for producer and consumer out- 
weights all inconveniences connected with 
the foreign exchange control,” 

Referring to the statement by Britain, 
France and America, Dr. Schacht said:— 
“ Much as I welcome this statement; it 
cannot prevent me from pointing out that 
the economic equilibrium of the world has 
been seriously disturbed by the British 
and the American devaluation. 

“ This, however, will not prevent the 
German Government from ri! ayer all 
efforts which aim at progressively relaxing 
the present system of quotas Nis exchange 
control with a view to their abolition. 

‘“‘ If these intentions are to be the test 
for the devaluation of the French franc, I 
must say, to my regret, that nothing will 
be changed by this step as regards the 
insecurity of international currency.”’ 


MAY GO OFF GOLD 


The possibility that Germany may sub- 
sequently abandon the gold standard is 
seen in financial circles. Nothing in Dr. 
Schacht’s statement rules out this pos- 
sibility. : 

In conversation with an authorised 
spokesman to-night Reuter was informed : 
‘‘Té does not matter whether we adhere 
to the gold standard or not. Germany is 

uite willing to abandon the gold stan- 
lees if there is a possibility of thereby 
bringing about an orderly international 
world trade, and if by it we can ensure 
our taw material needs. 

“The raw material question for Ger- 
many is a question of colonies. We must 
have raw material colonies.

In this connection an authorised 
spokesman at the Press Conference, which 
was held after the Reichsbenk state- 
ment, mentioned the four-year plan an- 
nounced by Herr Hitler at the Nuremberg 
Congress.

HE formation df Irish National Refineries, 
r Ltd., the company which will have a 
virtual monopoly of the import and re 
fining of crude oil in the Irish Free State, 
‘ transpired to be the: first concrete evidence 
of the plans of Parent Petroleum Interests, 


Lid., a new factor developing in the oil 
markets of the British Isles,” says The 
Petroleum Times in an article on. the 
subject. 


The article states that Mr. Thomas C. J. 
Burgess, chairman and managing director of 
London and Thameshaven Oil Wharves, Ltd., 
who has been appointed to a similar post in 
Irish National Refineries, Ltd., is also chair 
man of Parent Petroleum Interests, Ltd. 
The journal also states that the capacity of 
the Dublin refinery will be about 35,500,000 
barrels per annum. On the subject of con. 
struction of oil tankers for the new company 
it states that the report that an order for 
tankers has been placed on the Continent is 
wrong: “' - such reports are’ not only 
incorrect, but are not in accord with the policy 
of the group as now drawn up. Transport 
will be arranged for by ‘ the acquisition of 
tankers, or by the normal methods of charter- 
ing, and this will not necessarily be done by 
Irish National Refineries, but by allied 
interests.” 

In the Government statement of June 23 
last, which announced the intention to 
establish the refinery, it was said that: “ The 
companies will provide their own ships. . . .” 


DISTRIBUTION 


In regard to distribution, The Petroleum 
Times says:—‘‘ Traders still find it difficult 
to understand, however, why the Liffey 
Trading Company should neceasitate such a 
large capital, if existing distributers are to 
he left undisturbed, since this would presume 
the absence of a new competing enterprise.”

From A CORRESPONDENT. 


HE economic’ crisis which started in 
1930, and soon spread over the whole 
world, did not leave Switzerland un- 

touched, Prohibitive duties and import 
restrictions set up by many countries could 


not but influence unfavourably the economic 
life of a sa which, on account of both 
its geographica 


exports on which Switzerland is largel 


dependent gradually fell, partly as a result 
of the autocratic measures taken by the 


countries who formerly absorbed her agri- 


cultural and industrial produce, partly as a 


result of her high costs of production, which 
it, was found extremely difficult to adapt to 


the reduced costs prevailing in other 


countries. It is true that industrialists who 


before the crisis had mostly worked for 


exports found for some time at least a 
potential internal market, but about a year 
ago this market, too, showed signs of con- 
traction, spreading from the building trade 
to other industries. On the other hand, the 
tourist traffic, which plays such an important 
part in the economic life of Switzerland, 
suffered ;a spite of greatly reduced hotel 
tarifis from the high rate of exchange and 
restrictive measures on foreign travel 
adopted by certain countries. This 
development led to a considerable number 
of unemployed, which could not possibly be 
absorbed by State-aided labour schemes. 

SOUND FINANCIAL SITUATION. 


At the same time, it should be pointed | 


out that throughout these years of struggle 
the financial situation of the country 
remained perfectly sound. Large funds had 
to be provided for Government assistance to 
agriculture and industry as well as for un- 
employment assistance. The Swiss people 
was ever ready to supply the necessary 
means and. to defend the high reputation 
which the country has long enjoyed for its 
political and financial stability. The notes 
of the Swiss National Bank, the only 
issuing bank of the country, were, up to the 
last, covered by more than twice the legallv 
required gold cover, the situation of the 
Cantonal and private banks was satis- 
factory, and the liabilities of the federal 
exchequer moved within norma) limits. 
RESTRICTION OF EXPORTS. 

Thus, the decision of the French Govern- 
ment to devalue the French franc did not 
constitute an immediate danger for the Swiss 
currency. It was, however, realised that 
the French step would lead to a further 
reduction of the exports of Switzerland to 
her Western neighbour, and that the com- 
petition of countries with devaluated 
currencies would be increased on foreign 
markets. Furthermore, it was to be expected 
that after the breaking-up of the gold-block 
through the recession of its most powerful 
supporter, speculation would be directed 
against the smaller countries still on gold 
and that. in the course of such attacks the gold 
reserves would suffer considerably. The fact 
that the French devaluation was fortified by 
an 5 Arey between France, England and 
the United States, which would remove the 
danger of an exchange war, and considera- 
tions of the economic more than the financial 
situation of the country, prompted the Swiss 
Government to devaluate the currency, and 
thus to join in the attempt at international 
stabilisation. 

THE LEGAL GOLD COVER. 

The measures taken by the Federal Council 
and approved by Parliament provide for a 
legal gold cover equal to 40 per cent. of the 
notes issued. The National Bank has been 


requested to fix the gold value of the franc | 


between 190 and 215 milligrams of ‘fine gotd;" 
corresponding to a devaluation of between 
54.5 and 25.94 per cent. A provisional basis 
has been fixed at a devaluation of 20 per 
cent., but the franc is not definitely linked 
to gold at. that rate, and ‘it is’ still possible 
to adapt it to the pound and the dollar if 
necessary. Banking activities and trans- 
actions in gold and foreign currencies are in 
no way restricted. ‘The financial policy of the 
country will be cautious as heretofore, and 
State finance will be kept on a sound level. 
Finally, it should be mentioned that a decree 
was issued forbidding to raise the wholesale 
and retail prices of all merchandise, to in- 


crease hotel, gas and electricity tariffs, as 


well as ordinary rents and rents og farms 
without authorisation of the competent De- 


partment. 
COST OF LIVING. 

It is gr. that the measures taken by the 
Federal Government will reduce the cost of 
living and production to the basis prevailing 
industrialist to compete on a level footing 
with foreign manufacturers, and the Swiss 
hotel industry to adapt their prices in such a 
way as to make them once more attractive 
for a large number of foreign visitors. 

In the end, Switzerland should, with all 
other countries, benefit by the more stable 
world conditions which are likely to result 
from an, international understanding in 
economic matters. .

METHODS OF LIGHTING, 


on this subject in the Weekly 
the Poultry Correspondent 


Individual circumstances will decide methods 


by which the light is supplied; storm 
lanterns, petrol and incandescent lamps, 
ordinary oil lamps, and, latterly, elec- 
rs have all been successfully em- 
ployed, For those who have no électric 
supply, probably this is the best and 
most economical method. The only ex- 
pense is the installation, and, where the 
poultry-house is not far removed from 
the main supply, this costs very little. 
Moreover, it most Jabour-saving, for 
the light. can có switched on írom the 
dwelling-house; the food should be left 
in readiness, or grain scattered in the 
litter, so that when the light goes on the 
birds get busy. It is worth while, and 
almost a necessity, to provide a special 
fitting, which will first “dim ” the light 
before it is switched off: This enables 
the birds to get back to roost quietly, 
whereas a sudden plunge into darkness 
frightens them al counteracts the ad- 
vantage of the light. On or petrol 
lamps, of course, necessitate a visit or 
two to the poultry- house when lighti 
up and putting out. Sometimes, with 
careful management, petro] lamps can be 
adjusted so as to be automatically ex- 
tinguished at a certain time. This is i 
done by calculating the length of time a 
certain quantity of spirit takes to burn: 
allow sufficient for the time required— 
half a pint will generally supply light for 
about three hours—and, when consumed, 
the lamp will dim and go out itself. A
